An account of the Battle fought near Asfrern, 
on the Marchfreld, on the 2\st and 22d of 
May, 1809, between the Archduke Charles 
of tustria, Generalissimo of the Imperial 


froleon, Commander in Chief of the French 

and allied armics. : 

The Emperor Napoleon, having, after 
some sanguinaty engagements near A- 
bensberg, Hansen and Dinzlingenyin which: 
the fortune of war favored the Austrians, 
so axto force the French garrison at Ra- 
tisbon to surrender, succeeded in cutting: 
off the left wing of the Austrian army. and 
driving it back to Landshut. and afterwards 
in advancing by Eckmuhl with a superior 
corps of cavalry, taking the road of Egio- 
fohemi, and forcing to retreat those Aus- 
trion corps that were posted on the heigiits 
of Leikepoint and Talmessing, the Arch- 
duke,.on the 23d of April, crossed the 
Danube, near Ratisbon, and joined the 
corps of Bellegrade, who had opened the 
campaign by several successful affairs in 
the Upper Palatmate, had reached Am- 
berg, Neumarkt, and Heman, and had by 
this time approached Stadtham-Hof, in or- 
der to execnte his immediate jenction 
with the Archduke. 

The Emperor Napoleon ordered the 
bombardment of Ratisbon, occupied by a 
few battalions who were to cover the pas- 
sage of the Danube. On the 234 in the 
evening, he became master of it, anid im- 
mediately hastened along the right bank 
of the Danube to enterthe Austrian states, 
in order, as he openly declared, to dictate 
peace at Viewna. 

The Austrian army had taken a posi- 
tion near Cham, behind the river Regen, 
which was watche.l by some of the ene- 
my’s divisions, while the Emperor Napo- 
leon calied al} the disposable troops, by 
forced marches, from the North of Ger- 
many to the Danube, and considerably 
re-inferced his army with the troops of 
Witemberg, Hessia, Baden, and some 
time after with those of Saxony. 

Near Kirn ana Nittenau, some affiirs 
had happened between the out-posts, which 


‘however had no influence upon the armies. 


liowever casy it would have been for 
the Archduke to continue his offensive 
operations on the left._bank of the Danube 
without any material resistance, and how-

The News from Denmark. 

Verbal intelligence is brought by the 
Inca from the island of Sylt, which she 
left on the 30th of July, of the tots! over. 
throw of the Austrians upon the Danube, 
in a series of actions from the 2d to the 
8ih July; that the’Archduke Charles so- 
hicited a cessation of arms, which was 
granted on his delivering up the fortres- 
ses ip his power: and rumour adds that 
he was wounded. An intelligent passen- 
germ the Inca, from whom we have our 
information, sdys he read the Bulletins 
and Armistice, antl he further states that 
private speculations and paragraph infor- 
mution had sketched such terms of peace 
as would leave the Emperor Francis 
nothing but Hungary. 

Opposed to this statement is the letter 
of which we have been politely furnished 
with the following extract by a respectable 
merchant of this city. Had an armistice 
token place onthe 8th July, in conse- 
quence of previoys battles, commencing 
on the 2d, it is impossible that they should 
be regarded at Hamburgh on the 21st as 
mere remours and reports. 

We have also learnt, that reports were 
circulated previous:to the Inca’s departure, 
which reversed the whole affair, and gave 
a signal vic.ory to Austria. 

To the account of the defeat of the 
Archduke is equally and strongly oppos- 
ed the silence of a regular file of Copen- 
hagen papers tothe 15th July, received 
by the editor ofthe American; though 
sufficrent time had elapsed for so great an 
event being known at that capital.
